Not only have monoliths and columns 
been used to form important portions of 
public structures, but large stones other 
than those we have mentioned above have 
been quarried, and are equally worthy of a 
passing notice. 
the principle entrance or gateway of Mount | 

Auburn Cemetery is a remarkable instance 

of their use. The dead weight of the single | 
stone when removed from its bed in the 
quarry at Quincy closely approximated 125 
tons. Its weight was reduced fully one- 
half in shaping it to conform to the Egyp 
tian outlines desired, and when finished it 
was raised to its place as the completing | 
feature of that impressive entrance to the | 
“City of the Dead” by hoisting jacks, and | 
carried upon blocking to the required level | 

above the street grade around the gatew ay. 

The ponderous lintel beneath the cap was 

raised in a like manner. The principal | 
contractor for the construction of the gate- | 
way was Joseph W. Coburn, a former 
pupil of Gridley Bryant. The granite was 
furnished by Joseph B. Whitcher. 

The granite for the four street facades of 
the New Orleans Custom House was pro- 
cured from Quincy and delivered in New 
Orleans. Attached porticos were made a 
part of the architectural effect of the four 
sides of the structure, it being originally 
intended that each column, sixteen in all, 
should be monoliths. One of the columns 
was quarried by the Granite Railway Com- 
pany, measuring thirty-five feet in length 
and five feet square, weighing about 
seventy-five tons in its rough state. The 
cost of freighting these single shafts was 
found so onerous a charge that the quarry- 
ing of the remainder was abandoned, and 
each column was finally procured in pieces 
or layers, one above the other, to make the 
full height of the column. The somewhat 
famous Quincy Temple of Quincy, Mass., 
beneath whose sheltering roof lie the re- 
mains of three generations of the Adamses, 
has a Doric portico of four columns, which 
were obtained from the Rattle Snake Hill 
quarry in Quincy and transported to the 
building, and set in place by Almoran 
Holmes of Boston, a prominent contractor 
and rigger, by the use of huge derricks. 
The large pilasters of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change mentioned above were hoisted to 


their place in the same manner by Mr. 
Holmes.”
